REMARKS 

Claims 28 and 29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Schuiz (2,002,987). Although applicant sincerely believes that claims 28 and 29 
were not anticipated by Schuiz, claims 28 and 29 have been cancelled and rewritten 
as newly submitted claims 30 and 31 respectively with certain limitations added 
thereto which clearly distinguish Schuiz. Each of claims 30 and 31 specifically 
describe that each of the peripheral sections have upper and lower end edges and first 
and second side edges. Claims 30 and 31 also describe that each of the peripheral 
sections have first and second vertically extending break lines formed therein adjacent 
the first and second side edges respectively to form longitudinally inwardly extending 
first and second edge portions. Claims 30 and 31 also describe that each of the 
peripheral sections also have a plurality of spaced-apart longitudinally extending break 
lines formed therein between the first and second break lines to form a plurality of 
angled wall sections between the first and second break lines. Further, claims 30 and 
31 specifically describe that the angled wall sections immediately adjacent the first and 
second break lines of adjacent peripheral sections define an externally presented 
general V-shape therebetween. 

One merely has to review Fig. 18 of Schuiz to understand that Schuiz may have 
first and second break lines adjacent the side edges of each of the peripheral sections 
but does not have a plurality of spaced-apart longitudinally extending break lines 
formed therein between the first and second break lines to form a plurality of angled 
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wall sections between the first and second break lines. Accordingly, Schuiz cannot 
anticipate newly submitted claims 30 and 31. 

Additionally, inasmuch as there is absolutely no suggestion, motivation or 
teaching in Schuiz that the peripheral sections could have a plurality of longitudinally 
spaced-apart break lines formed therein between first and second break lines to form 
angled wall sections, applicant's claimed structure in claims 30 and 31 would not have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. 
Therefore, applicant submits that claims 30 and 31 are clearly allowable over the prior 
art.
